A CORREHPONDENT writes from Shanghai, on 
tho 26th inatant, as follows:—News has 
reachel here from Yunnan that a powder 
" factory has been blown up through 'the care- 
lessrieas of ono of the workmen, who is said 
to have ignited tho powder by atriking fire 
with a stone whilst driving a nail... This is 
not the frst time that o powder mill has 
“been blown up in Yunnan. Some years 
ago, tho Fronch Missionarica undertook to 
teach some vf their converts to manufacture 
powdor in tho forvign stylo for the Govern- 
ment. They succeeded to a cortain extent, 
and the Viceroy of the Yin Kuei Provinces, 
who was their patron, was highly pleased, 
hut other officiala wore not; and-one day the 
works wore blown up. The explosion dis! 
troyed tho Mission promises, and, the Vice- 
roy having died, the displeased officials did 
not show any friendlincss towards tho Mis- 
sionarios and their converts, and the de- 
atruction caused by the Government powder 
works wns loft_unpaid,and the Missionaries 
wero also deprived of some other place. 
There are always some clever people to be 
fourfi in China, who. are ever ready to do 
thfgs cheaper than others. ‘ They use 
hgibes to influonce the officials in their 
favour, and when thcy have secured what 
f they require they thenreimburse themselves 
with intoreat. No matter how badly things 
- are done, itis impossible to open the eyes 
of theofficials to the fact that the public 
servico is sufforing from such andertakings 
as they are encouraging ; they prefer stick- 


ing to the things that pay them, I have 
known powder mado in 9 Province at 
cloven tael cents a catty, and sold to the Go- 
vernment for eight cents, and sellera make 
a good profit out of it at that price. Tho 
powder was served out ,to the military offi- 
cials without stint, and they sold it to 
the powder contractor: for four cents, 
no ho really mado it, a profitable affair, 
as .the people who sold him the Go- 
vernment . powder could not go against 
him when he delivered short’. quantitics 
and bad quaMies of powder.

ATIEMPTED ASSASSINATION OF 
THE PROPRIETOR OF SAN 
FRANCISCO ‘CHRUNICLY. 

On tho evouing of the 1th Nevember, 
Mr H. de Young, proprietor of the San 
Francisco Chronicle, nurrowly escaped being 
agsagsinated. We extract the following con: 
densvd uccount of tho affuir from the 
Chronielé s— . 

A more deliberate and determined at- 
tempt to murder was’ never made, and it 
was only by tho intervention of strong and 
friendly hands that Mr De Young was not 
killed on tho very spot whore his brother 
died a little more than three years ago. 
The only excuse fur the assault to kill that 
ean be imngined is tho course which the 
Chronicle hng taxen in opposing the Hawaiian 
Reeiprocity Treaty, which the firm of which 
Aduiph B. Spreckels is 2 inembeor was

TORPEDO EXPERIMENTS IN 
CHINA. 

On the 29th of AuguatJast some inter- 
esting. torpedo experinenis wero carried 
out on the river at Nankin, undor the 
superintendence of Captain F. Harvoy, 
K.N., torpedo instructee and marino sur- 
veyor attached to the naval school which 
has recentiy been established at Nankin, 
The exporiments were mado uff the powder 
works im 12ft. of ‘water an’ in. close 
proximity to tho city wall, which is about 
o0ft. high ut.this point. ‘They consisted of 
trials of various kinds uf turpedves, one 
large ground mino: containing 400%b. of 
powder, one small ground inine containing 
150]b. of powder, one uf Captain M’Evuy’s 
circuit closer buoyant -contact mines can- 
taining 1001b. of powder, and one impro- 
vised ‘spar torpedo containing 33lb. of 
powder, Since the destruction of the Chi- 
hese mon-of war at Foochow, which is enp- 
posed to have been effected by means of 
a spar torpedu, the mandarins huye been 
very anxious to sve the manipulation and 
the elfecta of the explos on of one of these] 
weapons, ‘The ground mines were arranged 
tu firo only at will through abont half a 
mile of cable, The circuit closer mine was 
arrauged to fire cither by contact or at will. 
Both thesmail round mine and circuit closer 
mine. were exploded at will froni the shore, 
With the result that large columns of water 
were thrown up from 80ft. to 100ft. high into 
the air,- ‘Lhe large ground minv was not 
exploded na it was feared that fragments of 
the minv might be projected into tho city 
and cause injury te the inhabitants. Tho 
boat from which the spar torpedo was ex- 
plodod is known as a sam-pan and was 
manned by Captain. Harvey, a Chinese 
assistant’ enginuer,’ Mr. Mar, and two’ 
coolies, Tie torpedo was fixed to a spar 
40ft. long, which projected froni the bows 
of tho sam-pan. ‘he boat was put beam 
on to the wind and the torpedy tired. The 
olfect was very fine, the water being 
thrown up to a great height. Tho result 
to the aam-pin wis only a slight. injury to 
her bow. ‘hese experiments were mado 
in the presenev of the Chinese authorities, 
to whom they afforded grent satisfaction. 
There were also preseut many iundreds of 
the inhabitants, who lined the city wall. 
Althuugh the Chinese have considerable 
stores of guu-crtton and dynamite, only 
gun-powder was used in these experiinents, 
each charge. in the torpedves-being fired by 
a small detonated churga of dynamite.—

Undor, 
cover of the merchant flag, larga ships, 
which are practically war transporte, lave 
been passing dawn the Bospherous from 
time to time during tho Jast two years, 
nominally with Nihilists and other cunviets, 
guarded by soldiers—the soldiers being 
desexibed as recruits sont to All gaps in the 
gitrisous on tho Siherian coasts caused by 
sickness and death. ‘fhe Porte at the 
beginning Questioned the right of these 
yessles to puss, but un receiving explanations 
allowed thein to proceed. > Now the Russian 
Government, with the evident view of in- 
ereasing its naval and military forces in the 
East, hus intimated tu the Porte its inten- 
tion of despatching some of those Jarye 
transports perivdically to the sume destina- 
tion.
